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Published Writings 
of Edward Alexander Preble 
(1871-1957 )

This bibliography is intended to supplement a memorial of Preble 
published in The Auk (McAtee, 1962). It is doubtless incomplete, 
for we have found it impossible to identify all of his contributions 
to Nature Magazine, a considerable proportion of them having been 
published anonymously. He had been consulting naturalist on the 
staff of the magazine from 1924 to 1935, and associate editor from 
1935 onward. 

Fortunately, there are two separate card catalogues of Preble’s 
publications in the Fish and Wildlife Service in Washington: a 
larger one, of about 127 titles, kept in the United States National 
Museum building, and a smaller one, of about 18 titles, kept in the 
Department of the Interior building. The first consists mainly 
of his contributions to Nature Magazine for the years 1924 to 1935, 
before his retirement from the Biological Survey. For this period 
the record appears to be fairly complete, except for some anony- 
mous contributions. There have been added to it the titles of 
various other publications as early as 1893 and as late as 1948; a 
good many of these appeared elsewhere than in Nature Magazine. 
It includes anonymous articles ascribed to Preble as well as those 
signed with his name or at least his initials. This part may have 
had the benefit of Preble’s own records or guidance. It was com- 
piled by Emma Charters and was placed at our disposal through 
the courtesy of Chandler S. Robbins and Richard H. Manville, of 
the Fish and Wildlife Service. The second and smaller part was 
kindly made available by George W. Cain, editor of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service. We have utilized also, through the courtesy of 
David H. Johnson, a card file of Preble’s publications on mam- 
malogy, which is kept in the Division of Mammals, United States 
National Museum. His publishing activity covered a span of 63 
years (1893 to 1956). 

Still another good source of information is a collection of carbon 
copies of about 80 typewritten manuscripts, which one of us (F. H.) 
examined in Preble’s Washington home in 1958. Many of these 
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have been credited to him. A fractional part of a page at the be- 
ginning or the end of a publication is counted as a full page. The 
biological footnotes (usually brief) in Hearne (1911) and Thomp- 
son (1916) have been credited at their approximate equivalent in 
full pages (12 and 10, respectively). The reprintings of Preble’s 
original publications that have appeared in other journals or in 
books have not been included in the total number of pages. 

In an attempt to classify Preble’s publications by subject matter, 
only a very rough approximation is possible, as follows: mammals, 
43; birds, 87; reptiles, 4; amphibians, 5; fishes, 8; insects or other 
invertebrates, 9; plant life, 12; biography, 8; reviews, 62; conserva- 
tion, 30; general or miscellaneous, 17. A brief glance at this list 
will reveal Preble’s major interests in natural history. A single 
comprehensive work, such as North American Fauna 27 (1908), 
may be counted in each of more than half a dozen categories. A 
brief paper, dealing with the need of protecting the Woodcock, 
for example, may be credited in the category of birds and in that 
of conservation as well. There is a predominant note of conserva- 
tion in many of his papers, especially those of the later years. 

Needless to say, Preble’s output might have been far greater, and 
his expression much freer, if most of his productive years had not 
been spent in the restrictive atmosphere of a government bureau. 
The wonder is that he accomplished so much as he did. His in- 
domitable spirit, nurtured in youth on the soil of freedom-loving 
New England, still sustained him through the trials of subsequent 
years. As a youngster, how he must have thrilled at the thought of 
the hoofbeats of Paul Revere’s horse having broken the stillness of 
that April night in his own native Somerville!

Anent the real authorship of the three appendices listed above (all of them 
published ostensibly under Seton’s sole authorship), I have the following entry in 
my journal: 

“On Friday evening, June 17, 1949, at Preble’s home in Washington, I got 
the following information from him concerning the authorship of the appendices 
in Seton’s Arctic Prairies. Years ago Preble had told me how incensed he was 
at the lack of credit given him in the first (1911) edition. Thereupon he had 
written Seton ‘a real letter,’ which resulted in some slight but incomplete amends 
being made in the second impression (1912) of the first edition. 

“He now showed me his copy of the original 1911 edition, presented to him 
by Seton. On page 359, appendix G, there is a penciled note in Preble’s hand 
after the title: “by E. A. Preble.? That is enough for me. I shall credit the list 
of birds to Preble in my bibliographical references. 

“In regard to the appendix on plants, p. 328, he remarked: ‘I wrote this 
list of plants, too.” He said he did ‘pretty much’ all of the plant collecting. 

“On page 339 of the original 1911 edition, where the mammal list begins, 
no authorship is specified. In the second impression (1912) this page says “by 
E. T. Seton and E. A. Preble’ [but, if I remember rightly, it is merely to indicate 
that the observations or collections were made by those two, rather than to 
specify authorship]. 

“In the original edition, Preble has marked with marginal pencil lines those 
small portions of the mammal list contributed by Seton. The main part of this 
list is obviously Preble’s sole work. Certain passages here and there have quite 
evidently been inserted by Seton.” 

The several impressions of a later edition (1917, 1928, 1943, and others?) 
lack the appendices.—F. H. 

Here McAtee begins: “I was aware of this situation years ago and was sur- 
prised that I resented it more than Preble apparently did. From the information 
supplied by Harper, it is evident that the bird and plant lists should be cited as 
solely of Preble’s authorship and only the mammal list as by Preble and Seton.”
